| I enjoyed the pleasure, while on my visit to 
the Plains, of meeting with Messrs, Eells and 
Walker, with their families, who were among 
the earliest missionaries in Qregon. I had 
been acquainted with the latter, of these gen- 
tlemen eighteen years since, before he left.the 
Seminary. Time had silver-greyed his head, 
[ found, and added depth and Hchness to his 
piety. Notwithstanding the “great fight ot 
afflictions,” they had been -ealled to pass 
through in their mission for tey years in the 
Spokane country, I found hity and partner 
elastic iu spirits, and busily devoted to the 
careful education of the large family which 
had, during that period, been commmitted to 
their charge. They spoke of the Indians, and 
of the impediments which had heen placed in 
the way of their greater success, and they sor- 
rowed most of all to feel that, after having la- 
bored so long and faithfully at their post, they 
should, when driven by persecution from their 
field of labor, have been thought to have neg- 
lected duty, and turned aside in the pursuit of 
worldly good. ‘The history’ of the A. B.C. 
iF. M's operations among the Indians in 
Oregon,” has not yet heen written; nor is it 
well known abroad even by the parent Society 
‘itself. A most singular instance of this igno- 
crance, and of the workings of erroheous views 
of facts mingled up with much of worldly poli- 
cy and aims, is to be met with in this connec- 
tion, in the case of Rev. UH. H. Spalding, and 
a certain letter written by Millard Fillmore, 
President of the United States, of which I may 
have occasion to speak hereafter.

Report of the Engineer of the South Yuba Min- 
ing and Sacramento Canal Company. 


To the President and Directors : 


GextLtemen.—In accordance with your in- 
structions an efficient Engineer’s corps was or- 
ganized on the 22d day of July last, for the 
purpose of making a complete survey of the 
proposed route for the company’s canal. 
fore proceeding with the particulars of the sur- 
vey, we beg leave to submit a brief, but suffi- 
ciently accurate description, of the country 
through which the survey was made. 

From the point at which the water is taken 
from the River, to the summit of Bear Valley, 
(a distance of four hundred and twenty rods,) 
one half of said distance is com of per- 
pendicular rock; the other half is a side hill, 
favorably situated, and from said point for sev- 
eral miles up and down the river, the canion is 
so high and perpendicular, that access to the 
stream is impossible for man or beast.

The Natoma Water Company was organized 
last March, though the project was started 
some time last December. Nothing was done, 
however, until June, when an engineer was 
employed to locate the route. In July the 
contract was let to Brooks, Clark & Co., of 
Coloma, and the work commenced about the 
lst of August. “The terms of the contract are 
particularly favorable to the y—only 
one half its amount bein n cash, the 
balance to be received by the contractors from 
the water rents of the canal. This would 
evince a very particular ¢onfidence on the part 
of the contractors as to the ultimate value of. 
the work, when it is known that the contract 
price reaches nearly $100,000. I have been 
over the whole of the canal, now in process of 


construction, and feel myself amply repaid b 
having seen the rapid progress abet nd 
during the two months just passed. I should 
think there were at least 500 men employed ; 
and to judge from what has been y done, 
1 see no reason to doubt the entire completion 
of the work within the time specified, 15th 
November. I must not omit to mention.a 
piece of fluming or aqueduct aeross the N. Y. 
Ravine, near Salmon Falls, a quater of a 
mile in length and 80 feet in height. This 
alone, when eompleted, will be well worth a 
visit. |

HOWARD STREET PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, SAN 
RANCISCO.

| Atlantic States. This is the youngest church 
inthe city. It was organized for the purpose 
of supplying a destitute part of the city with 
the preaching of the gospel, and other religious 
instruction. 

Its membership is not large, nor is the con- 
gregation as numerous as it would be, if the 
chureh were located nearer the present center 
of the city. But still the church has been 
prosperous. Its pecuniary embarrassments, 
left upon it, in consequence of the vcgurrence 
of the yreat fires in 1851, have beeu steadily 
diminished by its income, till at the late annual 
meeting of the Religious Socicty, held two 
weeks ago, it was resolved to raise money to 
pay off the entire debt at once. 
‘The money spoken of in a preyious report 
from this church, as having been raised for the 
purchase of an organ, Was sent on tothe builder 
several months ugo, and it it confidently ex- 
pected that the -instruwwent will be here, and 
that it will be heard giving forth its sweet har- 
monies in aid of public praise, befere- another 
meeting of the Presbytery. 

The Sabbath School connected with this 
church is, and has ever been one of the most. 
prominent features of its usefulness.: It has 
been conducted during the past year with sys- 
tein and as inuch efficiency asthe untiring ex- 
ertions, «nd uuremitted interest of the Superin- 
tendent and most of the teachers could give it 
and those classes that have been mest constant 
tn their allendance, have made creditable pro- 
gress in religious knowledge. Children’s pa- 
pers ure received by every mail, for distribu- 
tion among the pupils, and a good library af- 
fords an abundauce of religious reading. 
A juvenile choir meets half.an hour before the 
time of the School every Sabbath, and this 
hus been the "practice for so many months, 
that the singing is very pleasant and attrac- 
live. 


PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN CENTERVILLE. 

Owing 
to the failure of his health, he has been obliged 
to be absent traveling, most of the time since 
the last meeting of Presbytery, six months ago.

A free conversation was 
entered into concerning the means ef obtaining 
ministers to supply our new towns with the 
preaching of the Gospel as fast as they are set- 
tled. The great importance of keeping pace 
with the growth of the State in our: religious 
operations was made apparent. There are 
towns that have contained their thousands of 
inhabitarits, for one or two years past, where a 
suitable minister might, by this timejhave se- 
cured the building of a house of worship, and 
j ave derived his support from lis congrega- 
tiou, but hitherto it has been impossible, by 
any effort or appeal,to obtuin supplies from the 
East. Unless soinething more can be done, it 


is plain that this must continue to be the case, | 


as long as population continues to pour so rap- 
idly into the Siate. 

It is plain that the cause of this tardy supply 
of destitution so inviting, resides not in the 
want of means to bring men hither, or to guar- 
: antee an‘adequate support to thenr:till they can 
derive it froin their people, but in the difficulty 


of inducing suitable men to leave other press- 
ing calls, and undertake a work so new, and in 
some respects arduous. It is hard to bring the 
claims of this State to bear with their due 
} weight on mens’ minds, while they are choos- 
ing. their fields of labor. It is hard to con- 
vince men ata distance, how rapidly settle 
ments here grow into towns, and towns into 
strength and intluence, containing people 
enough who are ready and willing to rear 
places of worship and maintain the ordinances 
of religion. It is hard to present the attractions 
of a life and labor in a new and rapidly grow- 
ing State, which is opening a new and stirring 
chapter in the history of our country, in all 
their superiority to those presented by a life in 
an old State, where every thing is settled, ste- 
reotyped and fixed. It is difficult to awaken 
men to the great calls of the age, where energy 
resolution and self-sacrifice are called for, fora 
time at least, when so many persuasive voices 
are appealing to them to accept an easier scr- 
vice. 

It is obvious that these difficulties must be 
removed, these obstacles surmounted. The 
trumpet-call of Diviiie Providence must be 
sounded louder. It is plain that our entire sup- 
ply of preachers of the Word in this country, 
during the present generation, must come trom 
our eastern churches and schools. Nor must 
it bea tardy and unwilling supply. It must 
come regularly as our wants increase. Good 
men will come if their consciences are only 
reached with the appeal of facts. They #usé 
come. They cannot iielp it. Of this we are 
conlident. The claims of this country require 
no special pleading. They demand no pathetic 
appeals. The simple facts alone, of the wants 
and importance of the ficld rightly presented, 
are enough. 

The hour of adjournment having arrived, the 
next meeting was appointed on Thursday 
morning, at 9 o'clock.

Ix continuing the list of distinguished Chris 
tian worthie® whose characters as deduced from 
their well known lives and actions, are in open 
and complete refutation of the opinion of the 
worldly, that “Christianity is weakness,” we 
pass by the extraordinary persons and events 
of the first Christian cpocha. We abstain from 
more than a passing notice of the almost super- 
human fortitude displayed by the carly Apos- 
tles and Martyrs. The disregard of death, un- 
der whatever form it might be presented ; 
the firm endurance with which they bore what 
was a thousand-fold worse than death, a life of 
oppression and insult—all to the mind of 
the true Christian, affording evidence of a de- 
gree of strength and courage, the result of no- 
thing less than a special dispensation, is either 
doubted by the antagonist of Christianity ; or, if 
admitted to have occurred in manner and form 
as related, is dismissed with the bold charge of 
Fanaticism ! 

Yes, those actions, which, to the illuminated 
mind of the Christian man, speak in trumpet 
tongues Bthe Awful Presence and sustaining 
power of the Spirit of God, to the darkened and 
stupid soul of the rebellious ingrate, scem only 
an aberration of intellect! 

Aware, as we woll are, that this ready and 
bold objection to the characters and acts of the 
Apostles and Martyrs exists in thousands of 
minds, we therefore refrain from insisting upon 
them as instances to counteract the impression 
that “Christianity is weakness,” and pass on to 
other times and to other men in quest of exam. 
ples of strength and heroism in connection with 
the Christian profession; which qualities have 
made their possessors the pets of the historian 
and the reading multitude, and against whom a 
suspicion of fanaticism will not lie. 

That arch crusader, Richard the First, King 
of England, possessed in an eminent degree that 
kind of courage and strength which the roman- 
tic world of his day delighted to honor and 
emulate. A tall, commanding person, a power- 
ful arm, and a voice that rang like a clarion in 
the front of battle. Richard, of the Lion Heart, 
us he is so significantly termed, possessed the 
quality of courage to excess, without unneces- 
sary destructiveness; and thus, although in the 
prosecution of the many wars in which he was 
engaged scores on scores must have fallen be- 
neath his ponderous mace, and fearless arm, 
yet we are not aware that history ascribes to 
the generous crusader the fitst act of cruelty. 
Betrayed by his ambitious and knavish brother, 
and through his machinations incarcerated in a 
dungeon in far Hungary, upon his return from 
the Holy Land, bis noble courage and fine spir- 
its never for a moment forsake him. Eseaped 
from confinement, alone, he now fights and now 
begs his way through the intervening continent 
to the English shore. The band of traitors with 
whom John had surrounded himself fade away 
before thé lone majesty of the Royal Warrior 
of the Cross, and leave hin alone to confront 
the unjust brother and king. But Richard, re- 
possessed of his throne, dismisses the princely 
sinner, rather with a sigh for his weakness, 
than a reproach for his baseness. Yet, this 
brave and strong man, so confident of his 
strength and courage that he would freely for- 
give his worst and most dangerous enemies, 
was a Christian. He openly professed that 
creed which is supposed by so many to readily 
assimilate only with timidity and weakness. 
Richard was doubtless a rough professor, for 
those were rough times in which he lived; but 
there is no evidence that he was not a sincere 
one. He bore the embiems of Christianity up- 
on his person and upon his standard, and he 
rarely if ever engaged in action without devo- 
tional éxeicises by his host and himself. We 
think the reader will concede that Richard was 
both stout-hearted ahd strong-handed, although 
a Christian! 

We come next toa period of history when 
the sun of modern civilization had risen clearly 
from the horizon of feudal darkness, to the 
times of Louis 13th and 14th of France, and 
our example is Louis the Great, Prince of Conde, 
The life ot 
this great man, from the age of 20 to about that 
of 60, consisted of a series of campaigns and 
brilliant battles, in all of which he performed 
the most prominent part, and with one or two 
exceptions, they were crowned with complete 
success. This is he whose sword secured and 
mainjained the brightest jewels in the crown of 
of Louis XIV. Asa military hero, in which 
aspect alone he is presented fur the judgment 
and applause of men, his talents were emi- 
nently of an executive character—he was par 
eminence a fighting man. He could plan a but- 
tle and execute that plan to perfection—himeelf 
leading foremost in the fray—and not leading 
merely for cxaimple sake, but would himself, 
with his own hand, place more of the enemy 
hors du combat, than any one soldier under his 
command. | 

But with the execution of the battle, his tal- 
ent ceased; he had no ability for the govern- 
ment of a conquered province, and whenever 
brought into collision with courts and diplo- 
matists, his inferiority then manifested, display- 
ed plainly that he was but a man of action. 
His was a character upon] which it is fair to pre-

He was still more 
shaken by the conversion of his friend and re- 
lation, the Princess Palatine, who had herself 
said that the greatest of all miracles would be 
her conversion to Christianity. Struck by these 
examples, the Prince sought enlightenment in 

e society of such men as Nicolo, Bourdaloue 
and Bossuct. At length, in 1685, he openly 
ranked himself amongst the faithful. This con- 
version of the hero, which long had been wished 
for, but long since despaired of, was a thunder- 
bolt to unbelievers. Voltaire’s writings show 
how much he was exasperated by it. He has- 
tens.to declare, though without the smallest 
proof, that: the Prince’s mind had grown weak 
like his body, and nothing was left of the great 
Conde during the last two years of his life.” 
Thus intolerant is impiety!

Death of Professor Kingsley of Yale College. 


The news that Prof. Kingsley has gone to his 
final rest will strike a chord of kind remem- 
brance in the hearts of thousands of his pupils 
scattered over this wide republic. It will find 
a sad echo even among the mountains and 
vales of California and Oregon}; among the 


mission homes of the Sandwich Islands; and 
far away on the shores of China. To the wri- 
ter of this notice it comes with peculiar sadness 
and solemnity. Our earliest recollections of 
childhood are associated with Prof. Kingsley. 
Soon after he became Professor he was an in- 
mate of our original home. When we were 
entering on the appalling terrors of a dame’s 
school and Webster’s spelling book, it was a 
source of special merriment to him and his 
colleagues to take the infant school b »y on his 
knee, and in his quiet and humorous way to 
perplex him with cross qnestions on those then 
important topics—who was at the head, and 
who at the’foot of the class'—who did, and 
who did not get whipped at school? | 

We are reminded by this event of a circum- 
stance that contributed more perhaps than any 
other one thing tothat pre-eminence which Yale 
College has long sustained. It was not long 
after the accession of President Dwight, more 
than half a century since, that Prof. Day, (since 
President), Prof. Silliman, and Prof Kingsley, 
received their appointments —then the only 
professors in the institution. The steady, care- 
ful, conservative policy to which they were 
trained under Dr. Dwight has been ever adhered 
to by them. During fifty years have they lived 
together as a band of bretheren, perfectly har- 
monious iff their plans for governing the institu. 
tion; enjoying the most intimate friendship 
with each other, with “no root of bitterness 
springing up to trouble” them. Each retained 
his connexion with the college, hpnored and be- 
loved, to a good old age ; separating from it by 
resignation, gently as the ripe fruit falls from the 
tree, when advancing years indicated the time 
to retire to the leisure and dignity merited by 
their labors. But the triangle is broken. In 
the inscrutable designs of Providence the young- 
est has been taken first. When—but this isa

James Luce Kinestey, w as born in the parish 
of Scotland, in Windham, Conn. on the 28th of 
Aug. 1778. At the age of 17, Mr. Kingsley en- 
tered Williams College; In May 1797, he re- 
moved to Yale College. 

He was elected “ Professor of Lan _— 
viz’ Latin, Greek and Hebrew—in 1805: and it 
is wothy of notice that till that time there had 
never been a professor of languagegpin Yale

sorts of historical persons,and of un- 


same time so free from unkindness and all pre- 
tension or apparent consciousness of superior. 
ity. He was modest even to diffidence. N» 
only was his nature averse from all display, but 
he saw through ostentation with an instantane- 
ous and indignant glance. He was a peri’- 
ous enemy of shams wherever they came in 
his way. 

Though his life was exceedingly retired, he 
looked at the noisy world, “through the loop- 
holes of retreat,” with a shrewd and penetru- 
ting eye. None observed more exactly, or un-

Mis fast illness (dysentery) was short; and 
his death came with surprise to his friends— 
On Tuesday, the 24th of August, he was attack- 
ed with a disease which at the first gave no 
reat alarm, but soon put on a more malignant 
orm. He was not unprepared for the event. 
On the morning of Tuesday the 31st, the third 
day of his seventy-fifth year, he yielded up his 
spirit in the calmness of Christian faith.

Messrs Eptrors:—New England papers— 
secular of course mainly—are now teeming 
with the correspondence of delighted travelers, 
each of whom writes as if he had found the 
happiest place of the land in which to pass a 
vacation. 

This is also the period of our Ccmmence- 
ments. I refer to them now, not to remark up- 
on any particular one, but upon the influence. 
of the whole. There are in New England four- 
teen colleges, and nine theological seminarics, 
at each of which from two to four addresses 
are delivered on its anmiversary by the most 
distinguished speakers and writers of the land. 
On these occasions they give play to the bes! 
energies of their minds, and feel at liberty to 
choose subjects of a more scholarly character, 
than those usually occupying them. In this 
way the best living models are annually kept 
before the minds of the educated and ed- 
ucating classes. The influence on letters i:, 
therefore incalculable. It elevates thovght, 
purifies and invigorates style, and enkindles by 
a kind of magnetic influence to higher aims. 
Again, the commencement is a point of cotn- 
mingling of the realm of letters with the realm 
of unlettered life. Here for a moment the two 
waters meet; but when they separate both arc 
the better for the previous union. The one 
better understands its mission to diffuse cul- 
ture; and the other has caught an elevating 
sympathy. No doubt New England owes 
much of her Athenian cultivation to the secd 
unconsciously sown on these educating occa- 
sions. 
We have now in operation our new tempe- 
rance law. When it has been faithfully ap- 
plied it- works better—with less friction and 
more certain success than was expected. The 
result in Salem is marked. There is now no 
open selling. Many of the low groggeries are 
entirely shut up, and others instead of having 
screens before the doors, and painted. window; 
as formerly, lest the unmanly scenes within 


trade in alcohol has given place to that in sub- 
stantial refreshments or in useful merchandise . 
The number of arrests for drunkenness during 
the first month of the law was but four; and 


{the whole number of warrants served by the 


police, the first two weeks of August, after the 
law went into effect, compared with that of the 
two in July, before it went into effect, was as 
sixty-two is to fifteen. Yet no liquor has been 
destroyed in Salem. Several seizures have 
been made, but in each case there was an in- 
formality, and the prosecution was stopped. 
In Lowell, a decrease Qf arrests by the police 
of seventy-five per ce reported since the 
action of the law. In other places —save 


the prospect is equally encouraging. 


“Save one,” that is Boston. The authorities 
of that city have taken, from the first, a most 
reckless course. As soon as there was a prox- 
pect} of the passage of the law, they bezan |i- 
censing applicants to sell -intoxicating drinks 
according tothe old law; and this they con- 
tinued doing during the interval between the 
passage of the law and its going into operation, 
in hepes that the licenses would be yalid in 
spite of the new law and that they might thus 
defeat its application. They also removed 
Marshal Tukey from the head of the police 
whose energy in ferreting out the violators of 
law was most dreaded by the friends’ of. rum. 
And on all hands they have given the public. to 
understand, that their secret sympathies and 
assistance will be given against the law. The 
conse quence is as might be expected, Boston is 
rapidly becoming the great-drinking place of 
the State. The 7raveller says, “ The united tes- 
timony of the watch department is, that there 
fever was so much drunkenness in Boston as 
at the present time.” And it is easy to foresec 
that, if the law is executed in the rest of the State, 
fis it will be substantially, I believe; and is no:

Office in this City! The natural effect would 


be, of course, to absorb all the small U.S. and 


foreign gold coins now circulating 1n the retail 
trade, for the purpose of paying duties at the 
Custom House: and while these convenient 
coins lay locked up in the treasury, the fifty 
and ten dollar pieces issued by the Assay of- 
fiee, gveatly depreciated, would constitute our 
only currency. The obnoxious clause reads as 
follows. Bes. 

“« And the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby direct- 
éd to contract for a term of not more than one year, and 
upon the most. reasonable terms, not execeding one per 
cent, with the proprietors of one, and, if practicable, 
with those of mere than one assaying establishment in 
California, upon satisfactory security, to be judged by 
him, who shall discharge the dues prescribed and in 
the manner designated by the act making appropriations 
for the civil and diplomatic expenses of Government for 
the year ending the thirtieth of June, cighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-one; and no gold ss silver, other than 
coin of standard fineness of the United States, or for- 
eign coin, in the manner prescribed by existing laws 
shall be receivable in payment of dues to the United 
States.”

Wuar are Consors!— Every one who 
reads the accounts of the European money 
markets, no doubt desires to know what “ con- 
sols” are, and here we have the thing correctly 
explained— 

“They are three per cent. English stock, 
which had its origin in an act of the British 
Parliament, consolidating—hence the name— 
several separate government stocks called in 
the act “ Consolidated Annuities,” and com- 
monly called, for brevity, “consols.” When 
the consolidation took place, the principal of 
the several funds thus merged, amounted to 
£6,127,821, but by the blending of additional 
loans and parts of loans into the stock, it 
amounted on January 5th, 1836, to £264,258. 
000. Since that time only one has been 
raised, that for compensation to the West In- 
dia Planters, on the emancipation of slaves— 
20,000,000—and a few millions have been 
paid off. ‘The total at the present time is be- 
tween £270,000,000 and £275,000,000.— 
This stock, from its amount and the immense 
number of its holders, is more sensitive to 
financial influence than any other, and there- 
fore is the favorite stock for the operation of 
speculators and jobbers. Its dividends are 
payable semi-annually.”

An im- 
mense crowd of Mexicans, Chileans and Chi- 
nese are located in this vicinity, and a collision
